Restriction Election 

The Examiner has required restriction to one of three groups under 35 U.S.C. §121 . 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicants hereby elect Group I, Claims 1-3, 

and 6 drawn to a method of determining the propensity of a test compound to cause depletion of 

reticulocytes in a subject classified in class 435, subclass 4. 

New claim 7 has been added, which is dependent from claim 1 . Support for this new 

claim can be found throughout the instant specification, in particular, in paragraph [0091], on 

page 33. No new matter is introduced. Applicants submit that the new claim is within the scope 

of the presently elected Group I and accordingly, request that they be examined together with 

Group I. 

Applicants expressly reserve the right to prosecute claims directed to the remaining 
allegedly distinct groups in one or more continuing or divisional applications.
